New System of Weighing Precious 
Stones In Europe. 

Ap important change was made in 
the system of weighing precious stones 
by the agreement of European jewel- 
ere and lapidixts which is now in ef: 
fect. 

France, Switzerland, Norway, Rou... 
Hulgaria and Spain entered 
into the agreement tu establish a met- 
tical carat which would fit into the 
metrical System, now so generally used 
abroad. The old carat of 3.167 grains 
troy weighed 205.3 milligrams, while 
the new carat will weigh an even 200 
milligrams, or 3.086 grains troy, ac- 
cording to the old system. 

The change -is being considered in 
every country where precivus stones 
are articles of commerce, and various 
European states, in addition to those 
mentioned above, which have alrendy 
ackvowledged the reform, are about 
to adopt the metrical carat.

Suggestions For Serving Fish. . 

‘Clams With Cream.—Chop moderate- 
ly fine fifty small clams. Season with 
salt and pepper and put into a stew- 
pan a piece of butter the size of ap 
ege. When bubbling sprinkle in one 
teaspoonful of flour and cook a few 
minutes and stir in gradually the clam 
Hquor (previously strained), then the 
clams and stew about four minutes. 
Add one cupful of boiling cream and 
serve immediately. | : 

Baked Fish.—To bake fresh fish clean 
thoroughly and let tien salted cold 
water half an hour. Take it out and 
dry with a towel. Butter a dripping 
pan, lay the fish in, sprinkle salt and 
pepper inside, also a teacup of stal 
breadcrumbs, with butter the size 
an egg. Put bits of butter and crumbs 
on outside of dish. Pour one pint of 
boiling water in pan around fish and 
bake half an hour. 

Creamed Mackerel.— Hash a salt 
mackerel and sonk twenty-four bours 
in cold water. To one mackerel add 
one-half pint of milk. l’ut into a mod- 
erate oven and bake one hour, Before 
the fish ts done drop bits of butter 
upon it. 

A Daint} Fish Dish.—A rockfish 
weighing five pounds should be boiled 
about twenty minutes: Take it out 
and flake it, removing all bones. Mix 
until smooth two spoonfuls of butter 
and one of flour, add one-half pint of 
milk or cream (the latter is best). Pour 
this over the fish and bake. 

Shrimps.—Most of us know shrimp im 
a salad, and good they are there. But 
they make an excellent bot dish if 
they are served in tomuto sauce or ip 
curry sauce. For the latter you may 
make a cupful of white sauce, cook- 
ing together a tablespoonful each of 
butter and flour until they bubbie, 
then pouring on them a baif pint of 
milk-and stirring it until you have @ 
sauce the thickness of double cream. 
To this add a teaspoonful of curry 
powder and put the shrimps in this. 
Leave on the fire till well heated 
through. Season to taste. Serve De J 
toast or crackers hot. 

Salmon Salad.—One can of salmom 
chopped fine, four bard boiled eggs, 
eight lettuce leaves. Mix these with » 
salad dressing made of one-half ten- 
spoonful salt, one-half teaspoonful of 
ground mustard, pinch of pepper, one 
pound sugar, one pound butter, one 
pound flour, one egg yolk, one-third cup 


vinegar. Heat butter and blend dry 
ingredients. Then add egg yolk and

Where all who pay 
HANDLING DAIRY BULI.S. Fags An 


Treatment Should Be Such as to Keep | 
Them Vigorous. 

Bulls, just as other farm animals, 
should be treated in such a way that 
they will be kept healthy and vigor- 
ous and-docile. Dairy bulls are nat- 
urally of a nervous disposition, writes 
H. B®. McCartney in the lowa Home- 
stead. That goes with the tempera- 
ment. We must recognize that fact, 
but there is no need of becoming 
afraid of a dairy bull or treating him 
as though he were an animal. Such 
treatment will make bim mean if there 

is anything possible that will do so. 
We visited a farm last summer

The Texture of Butter. 

Both texture or graip of butter may | 
be caused by uneven ripening of the | 
cream, uneven salting or impure salt, | 
and by churning at too bigh a temper- | 
ature. Exposure of the milk, cream or | 
butter te strong light also results io 
streakiness, and ts, therefore. to be | 
avoided. Butter of a tardy mixture 
may be produced by overworking, and | 
butter of too open and apongy a char- 
acter by too little working, Churning 
should be stepped when the grains of 
butter are the size of wheat grains. 
This, with stirring during ripening, 
even salting. correct working and a | 
proper temperature in the dairy should 
produce butter of good texture.
